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I. European History in line with Leftism 


In fact there is a mass protest in Europe again which is an arc which existed in the 
Sartrean period of 1960 - 1980 which then was bureaucratized Fordism which also 
had a mass union protest dynamic with the people which then became also PCF 
type histories most popular as student protest years in May 68 which was then 
periodised by the 2000s again with financial crisis and economic crisis which 
marked the decline of leftism and the recent popularity of in fact lumpen culture - 
from the gaze of the Christian Pope and Left which in Italian is meant to be a fused 
institution defending the people - the people who are all in Pasolini’s cinema the 
sub-proletariat and also the progressive student class only with a working class 
perhaps. 


II. Middle-Class, Lower-Middle Class and proletarian class with the sub- 
proletariat - Dialectical Mobilzation in the Recent Communism 


So in fact there is a dominance of lower-middle class and lumpen bourgeoisie in 
Europe since the far right took dominance which was then attacked by new leftist 
mobilization and has even a Communist popular following in Spain, France even 
Italy, and Portugal not to mention Greece - which under its influence creates the 
mass basis for its calls - a sub-proletariat which means a section of the proletariat 
which is unemployed or liberal mass educated which then is part of the Deterior arc 
as the mass which is finally organised to Church life in the Italian language. A 
Christian mass of feminine and progressive people fused under the student mass of 
educated mainly therefore feminist. 


III. Understanding Europeanism 


In Gramsci of course there is statist Cavour, populist Mazzini and lumpen 
bourgeoisies and factory council working masses with peasant subalterns and then 
of course the development of modes of production which then compete and 
concentrate into populist far right wings which has also the subordinated sections 
within the developing class mode which is a working class which is also under 
Church and university Hegelianism called the sub-proletariat which then is the 
main class being again mobilized by the recent protests of Communists - peasant 
class, proletarian intellectuals or in the typology of the proletariat the organic 
intellectuals - which is of course only a few, perhaps my judgement is 500 - 1000 
people per country.
